15, MeGill, their
assoriates and assigns, to bnild and maintain a dam aeross
the Flambeau river in the county of Gates, in the state of
Wiscansin.

The peaple of the stale of Wiseonsin represented in senale and
assembly do enact as follows:

Location and height of dam. Swucrion 1. O. E. Pederson
and L. E. MeGill, their associates and assigns, ave hereby au-
thorized to construet and maintain a damn across the Flambean
river in Gates connty, Wisconsin, on government lots 2 and 7,
section 18, township 34 north, range 6 wost: such dam not to
exceed twelve feet in height. The said parties, their associates
